In their Kaposi of 1st July last, your Com- 
mittee detailed the progTeeeire alepa tliey had 
taken in furnishing a supply of water to the 
houses of the citiuns. The arrangements for 
furnishing that supply were then so far com, 
pleted that a considerable number of the eiti- 
rens, along those linea where pipe* wart hud, 
had entered into contracts with tlie Cot iiomunn 
to hare water laid on to their bouses. The 
namaa or these parties wan included in the 
appendix of the Report above mentioned : and 
lo the present Report your Committee have 
sdded the names of those persona whose pre- 
mise! have been supplied with water during tbe 
half year ended 3 1st 1 leocmbcr last. 

Fmru the great convenience, as well as 
economy, that must reault to the citizens in 
having the water brought into their houses, 
i u Committee anticipated that tbe demand 
for water might soon exceed the power of the 
Council tu furnish a supply, on account of the 
small sire of the pipes i nnd. accordingly, in 
their last half-yearly ltopoit, they expounded 
their views of the practicability of procuring 
pijira uf a larger bore horn I^igiaiid, as the 
c'leagiest rastket— of the expense of laying 
these pipes in three of tlie main linea of street 
— and of erecting a ateam-englne at II Tils' 
Park, for tlie purpose of forniog the water Into 
the pipes in the inure elevated part a ot the city. 

To meet thia expenditure, your Committee, 
on considering that a *ojp]iu revenue of £700 
a-yoar might reasonably be contemplated from 
the Water Works, foil themselves justified in 
recommending that a sum of £6000 should be 
borrowed on security of this rmntemplaled 
revenue. 

Since their tlawa on three matters were 
adopted by lb* Council, your Commit lr* hive 
made repeated attempts to negotiate a loan 
through the Hanka in the eolony, and through 
Irrivaie indiriduala in the mother country. 
Their attempts, however, have hitherto proved 
abortive. The Banks are unwilling lo under- 
take the loan on acwauatof itsnMbetAfa legiti- 
and although Hi. 
ace witli jour Com- 
mittee was laid before tbe Council, was willing 
to superintend the neeotialion and tha purtdias* 
of ihe pipes, sad Wno doubt of his agility to 
accomplish both , lull, aa he could give no 
guarantee that the money would be raised, your 
Comntittee were under tbe necessity of re- 
linquishing his offer ot agency, couched as it 
was in such Indefinite terms. 

Your Committee sue still of opinion that pipes

candle* are made from the slearine of lard, and 
thai thia oirc urns tan ce eoontiuu for their being 
sold so much cheaper than English apmia 
candles' Yorircotrospoudent of twelvemonths 
back, 1 did not reed. 1 am glad you bring 
forward his suggestion, and hope you will 
advert to it again and again. By similar means 
you caused sheep boilen to he manufactured ia

Our maixe, given to pigs in a ground stats, 
(thoroughly ground mind, manly crushed it 
wasteful}, and gives mry, with only pure water 
to drink in a separate trough, will produce a 
hard, white, and flne arnsUeng lard, equal to 
London at 57s. 1 speak from experience an 
this subject. To secure lis being landed 
in an equally good ttaie, It must be put into 
bladders, and salted in the mailing with 
the cleurest and finest tail. The settler* can 
buy bladders, both of theep and bullocks, 
for a mere trifle, an applying for them at tha 
boiling ettabliahrnent*. And bladders, espe- 
slly email line*, would psck in a cask 
with a gentle aisneesing, so as not to bunt 
the bladder, with almost at much economy 
ss regards esner ss it iho lard were poured 
into cask* in s melted slate. I would 
advise no lard to be put into tathi. The 
leakage across the line will be great, and lb* 
laid will unavoidably acquire a bad tmell from 
bring more «nosrd to the bad air of the ship.

sliurc. At 6 y n, 1 observed a large boat hoist 
lier sails anil iluise us. Oot tht- guns reedy un 
toon as possible. The Moors showed their small 
arms, and wn both tired at the stoic time, A 
lift of the ten canted our shot 14 go into his 
sail* and mist hi* hull. Ur. Smith tired his 
small arms, « hieh were or Icry little use, their 
boat being large and high, They kept firing 
into our boat, and shot John Sims through the 
head. A heavy tea dippod our gun under 
wtter. bat our boats were going away from them 
fast. Bnowing thul if 1 could get, to wind- 
ward of tham 1 could get the gun ready 
and rink litem, I was hunting in the hooka 
theet, when a very heavy gust of wind Cwnst 
ouT shore, and before anything could be don* 
over On! boat went, and sink imfnedislely. 
My foot got entangled with the booni~*hect, 
and 1 got hold of an oar, ctr 1 must have sunk, 
having cloth clothe* on. Mr. Smith nit 
astern on our lee quarter, and poasad clot* to 
ut in tha water. The men cried out that it 
wot * lhanu for him to leave ua, I did not 
blame him, a* the pirate bust waa to close in 
chase that there was not any chance , The 
pirate boat pasted clone to windward of ua, 
but finding thai they cavdd not catch the skiff, 
they wore round. They then let go their 
anchor, and all of them jumped overboard, 
eighteen in number. They swam towarda us, 
and at Boon aa they taw me called out " Bono 
Capitaui," as they had teen ni on board the 
ship end knew me, 1 was almost gone; but 
being good swimmers they got me into their 
boot with the rest of my bost , s crew, who 
were all exhausted, and oould only just keep 
thamaalves above water. As soon ns they gut 
me Into their boat they almost pulled rau to 
pleats, one dragging my wstch out, other* my 
1 -or lets, and one pulling at my slock, which 
waa buckled. Samuel Phillips, John Ward, 
tieorge llorsborn, James l-.llkUcld, and my- 
self, were tared ; John Buna was ihot, and 
William Fraiuhan drowned. 1 do not know 
haw wo got to the inland, in the middle of tha 
night, far we were all very bad, and all com. 
plained of their limbs, it wa* to very cold. 
They let flic when we got to land to a few 
little stick*, for they are very badly off for 
fuel. 

Friday, May 14.— in lha morning they offered 
US dry ash ana water, but we were ell very ill, 
and could scarcely move.
